THE DOUKHOBOR TROUBLE 
FILLS CANADA'S JAILS 


— 
British Columbia jails, and Federal 
penitentiaries are now teeming with 
members of the Christian Community 
ot Universal Brotherhood, who have 
d.sobeyed the laws of the country by 
their nude parades to show their dis- 
like-and antagonism agaimst certain 
enforcements, principally that of send- 
ing their children to school, when they 
should—in their belief—b: earning 
their own living within tne colony, Nov 
only this, but it is probably true, tha: 
the leaders of the sect and the parents 
of the children do not desire their off- 
spring to be educated for fear tha: 
they will know more than their fore 
fachers and with a general educatic 
and a knowledge of the world affairs 
and other countries, they may in later 
years break away from the colony. 

The Province of British Columbia 
has announced that it will attempt to 
settle once and for all time, its Down- 
hobor troubles and their recent action 
of gentencing the law bre:kers to three 
years in the country’s prisons substan- 
tiates their determination to do so, 

Canada and the western provinces 
have put up with the lawlessness of 
the Doukhobors quite long enough and 
it was time that action was taken. In 
the last few years many schools have 
been burned; a railroad train was 
blown to bits; nude parades have been 
held, and many other ways and mean: 
have been taken to d-fy the laws of 
thecountry. It is not too late to read 
the riot act to these law breakes and 
should any more attempts be made to 
disregard the laws the country should 
not hesiate to szize their property 
and deport the whole colony or col- 
onies. 

We do not believe that the countr; 
should permit the colonization meth- 
cds of the Doukhobors, principally the 
method of collective living and buying 
With so many people in one colony 
trouble is almost certain to crop up 
when a fanatic or fantics gei toge- 
ther and poison the peaceful minds of 
many agaist the laws of the country. 
The co’onic’ themselves may be pros- 
perous, but they are of no benefit to 
@ growing country such as Canada. 
They produce crops under almost 
Soviet Russian methods and their pro- 
duce floods the markets and only tends 
to keep down prices. They operate on 
a “take all, give none” basis and this 
practice should be curtailed—hby law.

W. P. Blackwell, service man for 
the Calgary Power Company, was 
electrocuted while on duty eleven miles 
east of Strathmore on Sunday fore- 
noon, May 29th, 

There is the story of an old lady 
who used to bring her fish to mar- 
ket. After a stormy night, when 
people asked her the préce of fish, 
she would reply, ‘“Haddies is men’s 
lives”, 

In the old telephone office in Cal- 
gary there used to hang a picture of 
a service man out in a blizpard in- 
specting the lines so that communica- 
tion might remain intact. We take 
down the receiver or turn on the light 
without giving a thought to the long 
or dangerous hours that men serve 
to maintain that service. It so hap- 
pened that one winter was spent with 
an old lineman, who during his spare 
time worked as a plumber. Natur- 
ally conversation often turned to poles 
and wires. And incidentially it was 
learned that on three occasions he 
had been dragged from the pipe line 
for dead, overcome with sewer gas. In 
fact the children nicknamed htm the 
“dead man”,

home as never before the real price 
of this service.

WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 


To economize in League of Nations 
expenses a measure proposed by 
Great Britain has been sent to the 
supervisory committee. 

A bill amending and consolidating 
the fisheries act was put through the 
committee stage and given third 
reading in the House of Commons. 
There was little discussion. 

Millers of north and central Italy 
are now allowed to use 75 per cent of 
import grain, south Italy 95 per cent. 
while in Sardinia and Sicily restric- 
tions have been entirely lifted, 

To take possession of a fortune of 
about $180,000,000, ‘a white-haired 
Armenian woman, Marianne Djanit-; 
kian, 80, has gone to India with her 
two sons. 

Hope that 1932 would prove historic 
in drawing together all citizens of the 
British Empire was expressed by J. 
H. Thomas, Dominions Secretary, in 
an Empire Day address. 

Shanghai was completely isolated 
from the rest of the world as far as 
mail is concerned, when the indoor | 
postal workers joined the outdoor 
workers in a strike.

Graham paid $5.25 in county uolice 
court at London, Ontario, because he 
is said to have forgotten to put a 
stamp on a cheque. 


New Earl Of Egmont 


Has Inherited All His Father's Trou- 
bles In Connection With Estate 


The new Lord Egmont is a pitiable 
figure. He made friends with no one 
but his father, and now there can be 
hardly any lonelier boy in the world 
than this 18-year-old earl. He avoids 
all society, and has a terror of pub- 
licity. 

He will have all his father’s trou- 
bles and more, for death duties must 
again be paid on the Egmont estates. 
His father was staggered to find the 
estates reduced in apparent value 
from $2,500,000 to $1,500,000, due to 
death duties and settlements on two 
dowager countesses, 

Father and son shot rabbits and 
pheasants on the castle estate and 
sold them to neighboring villages to 
help meet expenses. The boy, who 
never had a mother’s influence, had 
practically no education or experience 
of the world, and who has been em- 
bittered by the cruel disappoint- 
ments encountered since reaching 
England, is left to cope with the pro- 
blems of a large though impoverished 
estate. 


Discover New Planet 


New Celestial Body Has Been Named 
Nineteen Thirty-Two 

The Heldelberg Observatory in 
Germany has announced the discov- 
ery of a new planet, which it tenta- 
tively named “Nineteen Thirty-Two,” 
and which can attain a proximity of 
seven million kilometres to the earth. 
(This is approximately 4,350,000 
miles). 
Although investigation at the ob- 
servatory had not been completed, all 
accounts of an object discovered by 
Dr. Karl Reinmuth said he had spot- 
ted what he thought was the new

The largest of them is about the 
size of England if that country could 
be rolled into a ball. Most of them 
are quite small and the importance 
of this latest discovery is its extreme 
closeness to the earth. 


Still Holds First Place 


More Bibles Sold, But Fewer Books 
and Magazines 

According to the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics the Canadian people in 
these days of stress are turning to the 
Bible. In any case, despite the fact 
that times are hard and all imports 
are dropping, we are buying more 
copies of the Scriptures than ever. 

During the fiscal year 1931-1932 
there was imported sacred literature 
to the value of $480,762, as compared 
with $468,170 the year before. On 
the other hand, the importation of 
other literature was less, being $12,- 
609,825 in 1931-1982 compared with 
$16,136,501 in 1930-1931. Imported 
newspapers and maazines have fallen 
off also from $4,165,517 to $3,075,895. 

Bibles are not printed in Canada, 
so far as the records of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics show. They are 
imported mostly from Great Britain. 
The importation of about half a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of Bibles, prayer 
books, etc., according to a statement 
issued by the bureau, is regarded as 
remarkable in a country with a popu- 
lation of but 10,000,000, in view of the 
fact that Bibles and other religious 
books become such beloved family 
possessions that they are cherished
